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Claim Rejections - 35 USC 102 

Claims 1-5 and 11-13 are rejected under 35 USC 102(e) as being anticipated by 
MacFarlane et al. 

The claimed accessory drive system reads on prior art accessory drives of the 
type disclosed by MacFarlane. See MacFarlane's Figure 1 and note gas turbine 10 
driving accessory gearbox module 16. See also MacFarlane's Figure 3 along with col- 
umn 3, lines 5-9, and note that the accessory module is driven from low pressure gas 
turbine shaft 36 via tower shaft 70, output shaft (lay shaft) 72, a first pair of bevel gears 
(unnumbered) between shafts 36 and 70, and a second pair of bevel gears (unnum- 
bered) between shafts 70 and 72. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6-10, 14 and 15 contain allowable subject matter but are objected to as 
depending from rejected parent claims. If rewritten in independent form, these claims 
will be allowed.
